MARKET  NEWS  DIVISION 
USE  OF_TERM  ^PRICE_ SUPPORT^ 

During  recent  years  there  have  "been  numerous  times  x^hen  government 
purchases  have  been  made  to  support  -the  market  or  lend  marketing 
assistance  on  certain  commodities*    It  is  desired  from  a  Branch  stand- 
point that  the  term  "price  support"  or  "support  prices"  be  applied  only 
in  the  case  of  the  so-called  "Steagall"  commodities,  or  those  commodities 
on  which  the  government  is  required  by  law  to  support  the  price  at  90 
percent  of  parity.     The  only  such  commodities  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable 
field  at  present  are  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes .     On  other  fruits  and 
vegetables  government  purchases  are  for  the  purpose  of  marketing 
assistance,  and  are  usually  limited  to  those  quantities  for  which  out- 
lets or  uses  can  be  found.     In  reporting  government  purchases  on  f.o.b. 
or  market  wires  on  commodities  other  than  potatoes  or  sweetpotatoes 
use  statements  such  as  "some  government  purchases",   or  "many  government 
purchases  at  announced  prices"  without  any  reference  to  "support". 

UNLOADS  IN_100_CITIES 

As  a  result  of  urgent  requests  made  by  members  of  the  produce  trade, 
Congress  is  authorizing  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Market  News  Service  to 
collect,  compile,  and  publish  "Unloads  of  Certain  Fresh  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  in  100  Cities"  effective  July  1,  1946.     This  will  mean 
adding  71  cities  to  the  information  collected  for  29  cities  during  the 
past  few  years.    Members  of  the  trade  who  sponsored  this  action  insist 
monthly  tabulations  of  these  unloads  in  100  cities  are  badly  needed  by 
them  in  connection  with  current  marketing  problems. 

We  have  agreed  to  release  such  monthly  unload  tabulations  about  the  20th 
of  the  month  (representing  reports  for  the  previous  month)  through  field 
offices  covering  shipping  areas .     Since  a  large  number  of  these  reports 
will  be  furnished  direct  to  Washington  by  the  transportation  companies, 
which  will  necessitate  considerable  clerical  work  here,  each  terminal 
market  office  is  urgently  reouested  to  rush  compilation  and  release  of 
monthly  unload  summaries  at  the  end  of  each  month.     In  the  event  you  are 
not  already  tabulating  these  unloads  currently  on  a-  monthly  recapitula- 
tion sheet,   it  is  suggested  you  arrange  to  do  so  immediately  since  this 
should  facilitate  prompt  release  of  the  data  at  the  end  of  the  month.  ■  [ 
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Beginning  with  the  unload  summary  for  July  each  terminal  market  office 
is  requested  to  get  at  least  one  copy  of  their  unload  summary  in  to  the 
Washington  office  not  later  than . the ■ 10th  of  the  following  month.  Offices 
at  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City,  Fort  Worth,  and  vest  should  send  one  copy 
"by  airmail  to  facilitate  making  this  deadline.     These  summaries  should  "be 
addressed  J.  L.  Buntin,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch,  P!1A,  USD*.,  Washington  25, 
D,  C. 

NEW  OFFICE  AT  YAKIMA 


On  or  shortly  after  July  1,  a  year  around  Federal-State  field  office  will 
"be  established  in  Yakima,  to  serve  the  large  producing  area  in  eastern 
and  central  Washington.    Producers  in  that  area  were  largely  instrumental 
in  obtaining  the  funds  from  Congress  and  also  from  the  Washington  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  make  the  institution  of  this  office  possible. 
This  office  will  be  something  of  an  innovation  in  that  in  addition  to  the 
usual  "shipper  type"  reports,   special  grower  reports  covering  local  paying 
prices  on  cannery  crops,  sales  to  truckers,  and  other  types  of  growers  sales 
not  usually  covered  in  a  field  office,  will  be  developed.    Mr.  C.  D.  Sherman 
is  being  assigned  to  this  office.     He  has  been  in  the  Forth west  since  early 
June,  relieving  Mr.  Cudmore  in  the  Seattle  office  and  marking  necessary 
arrangements  for  opening  in  Yakima.
